Mrs. Hahn had been scheduled 
to die March IO, but her appeal to 
the supreme court automatically 
stayed the electrocution date. 
The blonde, 31-year-old mother 
was convicted of fatally poisoning 
Jacob Wagner by a jury of l l 
women and one man last Nov, 6, 
three months after her arrest. 
She also is under indictment on 
a charge of murder-by-poison in 
the death of George Gselimgn, 67- 
year-old Cincinnati German.

CHICAGO. April 13—Agricultur­ 
al prospects reckoned in dollars and 
cents, do not appear as bright this 
spring as they did a year ago, gov­ 
ernm ent reports disclosed today. 
it was indicated 1938 farm cash 
income would be around a billion 
dollars short of the eight and one- 
half billion which went to fanners 
in 1937. 
Price Trend Downward 
The general trend of prices paid 
for farm products has been down­ 
ward since last spring, although the 
bureau of agriculture economics an­ 
nounced that demand for such com­ 
modities 
has 
become 
relatively 
stable in recent weeks compared 
with the sharp decline during the 
last four months of last year. 
Irregular improvement in indus­ 
trial conditions during 1938 is ex­ 
pected, the bureau announced, but 
it was not regarded likely it would 
be sufficient to cause a m aterial in­ 
crease in demand for farm pro­ 
ducts. 
Cash income from sales of farm 
products, the bureau said, may be 
about three billion dollars during 
the first six months of this year as 
compared with three and one-half 
billion during the corresponding 
period last year. If this ratio is 
maintained for the second half of 
the year the loss in cash income 
would exceed a billion dollars. 
Grasshopper Menace Cited 
From B. W. Snow, crop expert 
and statistician for B artlett Frazier 
Co., came reports th at conditions 
up to the present time have been 
favorable for good crops ths year. 
Farm ers, however, are concerned 
about a grasshopper menace. 
Good yields, added to the surplus 
from last year’s heavy producton, 
particularly 
wheat 
and 
cotton, 
would tend, the economist said, to 
weaken further the price structure 
for farm products.

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Vote On Bills To Hike Relief Grants Will Show 


Whether Congress Intends To Reassert Itself

MIRACLE may happen In the United State*. It 
would alter the course of history*. 
The Achilles heel of representative government 
Ii its treasury. The people have power to raid It 
At will, restrained by nothing bot their Judgment, 
usually faulty where money Is concerned. 
There Ie a standard technique for treasury raids. 
It Is to make congressmen choose between spend­ 
ing money and losing their jobs. Congressmen do 
not want to lose their Jobs. 
This technique has been polished under the new 
deal, which bas placed large sums of public money, 
much of it borrowed, at the disposal of spenders. 
This bas been called “pump priming,'* “recovery 
•pending.” “humanitarianism’' etc. The name doesn’t, 
matter. 
What does matter is the fact public money has 
been used as sn ointment for soothing the bruises 
End Bt i'm iii a of the depression. But the bruises and 
strains still hart. 
So, urged on sharply by politicians, particularly 
state governors and mayors who want federal funds 
to help solve their problems, but don’t have to 
worry about raising them, leaders of the national 
government are in a mood to pass out more oint­ 
ment—14,000,000,000 worth. 
la the last few days these questions have been 
raised: “What will happen lf this doesn’t do the 
Job? What’ll we use for ointment after that? 
Wouldn’t it be better to lay off the ointment and try 
to work out the soreness with normal exercise?" 
In brief, Isn’t the fly In the ointment more Im­ 
portant right now than the ointment? 
If these questions are answered honestly by con­ 
gressmen. if they have courage to exercise judg­ 
ment Independently of tblr eagerness to obtain 
public money for their districts, it will be a miracle. 
The most exciting thing which bes happened In 
recent days ie the possibility this representative 
government may do tbs miraculous and guard Its 
Achilles heel. 


THE reorganization bill Is the 
kind of measure that any and 
every congress is disposed to de­ 
feat and only a President backed 
by extraordinary popular support 
could have hoped to enact auch a 
bill. President Wilson was granted 
powers of this aort during the 
emergency of the war; in the first 
weeks of his first term, at the zen 
ith of his popularity, President 
Roosevelt had them. In anything like 
ordinary t i m e s 
there is a great 
majority In any 
congress against 
a bill which dis 
turbs. as this bill 
would have, the 
hold of the con 
greBsmen 
upon 
the bureaus; and 
for that reason it 
would 
have 
re 
quired all the in 
finance 
of

— -.President 
when 
Mr. Llppmann hi* influence wa* 
at Its height to jwerCome the nor 
mal resistance of congress. 
When he asked for it a year ago 
Mr. Roosevelt could have had this 
bill. But after asking for it in Jan­ 
uary, he laid It aside and chose 
first to test his strength upon an 
Infinitely greater Issue, upon the 
attempt to pack the federal Judi­ 
ciary. I Jin defeat on this Issue left 
behind a conviction on the part 
of what was at least a determined 
minority that his personal power 
must he diminished. The agitation 
of this minority furnished the con­ 
gress with a plausible reason for 
doing to the bill what politicians 
always wish to do to a bill of this 
sort. 
Since the reorganization bill was 
killed not because there was real 
objection to its substance but only 
because there was bo much discon­ 
tent with President Roosevelt per­ 
sonally, the action of the house can 
perhaps he interpreted as a vote of 
no confidence. Yet It is too early 
to say for sure that this ie the 
meaning of the vote. For congress 
would have wished to defeat the 
hill even if it had not lost confi­ 
dence in the President; It was 
moved In great part by the dic­ 
tates of political self-interest in a 
desire to keep Its hold on the bur­ 
eaucracy. We shall, however, see 
soon enough whether congress has 
in fact decided to reassert itself. 
We shall see this very soon. We 
shall see it as soon as congress 
has to vote on the proposals to 
double the appropriations for re­ 
lief and to cap then: with a great 
new public works program. 


But that is not all. The men who 
now represent the working major­ 
ity In the congress should use their 
power to obtain other concession!. 
They should vote no more money 
until it is agreed that there is to 
be peace with the utilities baaed 
on some fair and definite under-1 
standing as to where government 
enterprise begins and ends. 
They 
should vote no more money until 
they have assurances that general 
attacks on businessmen as a class 
are to cease, and that businessmen. 
Uke any other citizens, are to be 
presumed to be innocent until they 
have been charged with specific of­ 
fenses and convicted In courts of 
law. And, finally, they should vote 
no more money until they have 
assurances from the President that 
in states like Michigan and else-! 
where will he definitely against, 
rather than complacently tolerant 
of, the sitdown strike. 
Congress has the power to do 
these things and only by doing, 
them can it prove that the ostensi-j 
hie reasons for defeating the reor­ 
ganization bill have become the 
real reason*.

The senate has made a good be­ 
ginning with the tax bill.

should be no thought of voting 
more money for a spending pro­ 
gram until this tax hill has been 
accepted by the house and signed 
by the President. 


T should not, however, be neces­ 
sary lo force the President to 
yield on these points. If he respects 
the spirit of representative govern­ 
ment, he will loyally recognize that 
ho no longer has the personal man­ 
date which he thought he had ob­ 
tained in the elections cf 1936. He 
will ungrudgingly acknowledge the 
fact that he must govern not as the 
leader of his own personal majority 
but in collaboration with the true 
majority in congress.

They know chat It will be danger 
ous In the extreme for this conn 
try to have a derelict President 
during the next two years, aud if 
Mr. Roosevelt will make It pos­ 
sible. they will have no Dart In any 
concerted attempt to destroy him. 
But he alone can make that pos­ 
sible. lf instead of obeying the will 
of congress, he decides to “fight. ’ 
if Instead of conciliation he con­ 
tinues the agitation of class con­ 
flict, lf Instead of constructive 
measures to meet the depression 
he Initiates a bitter political strug­ 
gle, he alone will be responsible 
for the consequences. And they will 
be serious consequences. For an 
unrelieved depression embittered 
by official agitation can end in 
only one way—in the deepest and 
darkest reactionary movement this 
country has ever known.

Contract Violates The Law?

\1 WASHINGTON, April 13—Three decisions now 
VV have been Issued by the national labor rela­ 
tions board insisting that, if the workers' unions in­ 
sist upon it, the employers must sign written con­ 
tracts to embody understandings reached in collec­ 
tive bargainings, but that signed contracts need not 
be signed as a m atter of compulsion lf there bas 
been no meeting of minds between employer and 
employe representatives. These rulings may he said 
to represent a crucial moment in the development 
of national labor policy. 
The present board Is aware that Its powers to com­ 
pel the signing of a contract under any circum­ 
stances will be tested in the courts, but, meanwhile, 
it can be assumed that the present board will not 
attempt to extend the area of its newly expressed 
authority to Include compulsory negotiation of such 
items as the closed shop or wage scales. 
This correspondent last week expressed the belief 
that, if the labor board correctly Interprets in the 
present cases the powers of congress under the 
Wagner act, then an Important precedent has been 
established. Some future board—not necessarily the 
present personnel—may well argue for the right 
to include or exclude certain items in the program 
of negotiation such as wage scales and the closed 
shop. It Is the precedent and its meaning rather 
than any intention by the present board which was 
the point sought to be made in these dispatches. 
For one thing, the present board is on solid ground^M 
when It compels negotiations. That’s as far as the™ 
Supreme Court of the United States went in uphold­ 
ing the Wagner law In the first cases. But the pres­ 
ent board has added bargaining “In good faith.” as 
a test of whether there is an unfair labor practice 
on the part of the employer. Closely allied with th* 
concepts of what Is or is not “good faith.” the board 
has taken the position In the recent cases that, 
once a lengthy negotiation has reached a conclu­ 
sion. it is only fair that the long and detailed terms 
of an agreement between employers and employe 
be reduced to writing. To refuse to sign a contract at 
that stage, the board feels, is evidence of a lack of 
“good faith.”

, _____ c 'm n ii i ii a quire flit- 
ferent. Thus, the labor board says that It is the 
usual business practice between equals to put un­ 
derstandings in writing. It also may be contended 
that it is the usual practice in business for one side 
or the other, and sometimes both, to require what 
is known as a “performance bond.” 
The board undoubtedly Justifies its Insistence on 
a signed contract as being part of the items of “pro­ 
cedure” relating to collective bargaining and not to 
what might be called “substantive terms.** To refuse 
in advance to negotiate on a substantive matter like 
wages or hours might, therefore, be upheld by the 
present board, but refusal to sign a contract unless a 
performance bond were given by the union, on the 
other hand, could be ruled upon as a "procedural’’ 
item. 
Certainly there are few things more Important in 
the signing of a contract between business equals 
than the capacity of the parties to the agreement 
to fulfill their pledges. This goes to the root of 
contractual obligation and it would not be surpris­ 
ing if the present board has bitten off quite a c h u n k y 
of trouble by considering the signing of a c o n tra c t^ 
as a procedural question. 
Since labor unions are not as a rule incorporated, 
they are not as responsible legally as are corpora­ 
tions of employers, but the court decisions show that 
individual unions and their officers are nevertheless 
suable. To require a performance bond as a condi­ 
tion of a written contract may some day be a natural 
consequence of the present board’s latest decisions. 
The only way a test would come would be if some 
employer added to his refusal to sign a contract the 
stipulation of a performance bond as well. 


THE dangers of the compulsory signed contract 
decision are many, but none so palpable as what 
would happen, for instance, in a plant where employ­ 
ers and employes had a meeting of minds on every 
item of the negotiations except the signed contract 
issue. The employer might insist that he will put the 
terma in writing but that the contract is “termin­ 
able at will.” Many a contract in business is of such 
character. Would the present labor board hold that 
refusal to sign a contract for a definite period is an 
evidence of lack of “good faith”? If it does, then 
what is the proper term or length of contract which 
will not be so regarded? Is It a month, a year, two 
years, or what? 
So if the present board has correctly interpreted 
the powers of congress, a precedent bas been set up 
whereby a labor board of the future can practically 
dictate the length of time of contracts. From such a 
ruling, it would be a short step to the argument that 
refusal to sign a contract of definite tenure is a 
refusal to bargain, and, if upheld by the Supreme 
Court, a plausible case can be made out for com­ 
pulsory arbitration, especially on the theory that 
most contracts set up machinery for handling griev­ 
ances. including wage scales, and that failure to. 
accept the accustomed practice is a refusal to bart^fe 
gain in "good faith.” 
Im 
The wiser course for the present board to hare 
pursued was not to decide the “signed-contract” 
issue in advance of an actual case, even though the 
employers and employee did put that very question 
up to the board for decision. The facts are that, in 
the Inland Steel case, neither the employes nor the 
employer arranged to have the question of a major­ 
ity duly certified. The board should have insisted on 
settling this point of its own initiative. Then, when 
collective bargaining negotiations were compelled 
by order of the board, all the evidence, including 
capricious use of the signed contract argument, 
could have been taken into consideration and the 
broad issue of "good faith” settled, not by singling 
out one point, but all the points on which substantial 
evidence could be marshalled. 
Dangerous precedents will arise to plague labor 
unions ae well as employers, and. while the present 
national relations board may think it la limiting its 
action to mere procedure, it is slowly but surely 
weaving a web of authority which future boards will 
not ignore, especially when reactionary admlnistra- 
tions come into power as they sometimes do, with 
the swing of the pendulum caused by the tyranny of 
“liberal” administrations.

Physician Says Poor Vision 


Now Traceable To Lack Of 


Sufficient Vitamin A

D 
URING THE last year there 
ha* been a great deal of dis­ 
cussion about a condition known 
to the medical profession as “hera- 
eralopla." This disturbance is com­ 
monly known as "night blindness” 
because of the difficulty its victim 
has to see distinctly in dim light. 
W ith our 
increased 
knowledge 
of vitam ins we begin to understand 
thin ailment. It is now believed to 
be the earliest sign of a lack of 
vitamin A in tbe diet. 
But night blindness Is not a new 
affliction by any means. 
It bas 
been known for 
more 
than 
SOO 
J ear*. 
Hippocrates described it in 
his writings. He advised tbe pa­ 
tient to eat ‘‘once or twice, as big 
sn ox liver as possible, raw and 
dipped In honey.” Thia is a state­ 
ment of rem arkable interest be­ 
cause it was made centuries be­ 
fore the discovery and description 
of vitamin A. 
This 
vitamin 
is 
abundantly stored lo liver and sim­ 
ilar foods and In 
some 
manner 
Hippocrates 
stumbled 
upon their 
value In the diet of the victim of 
night blindness. 
As I have Indicated, hemeralopla 
ta not actually a form of blindness; 
the possessor is unable to adjust 
bls vision to dim 
light. 
He bas 
trouble to find bis way about in 
tbe dusk. 
It is probable that the condition 
plays 
an Important part In tbe 
traffic problems of th e country. It 
will be seen that those who suffer 
from night blindness must have a 
great deal of difficulty in driving 
at night or In the twilight when 
most accidents occur. They should 
not travel on the road after sunset 
lf safe driving is to be insured. 
This pecnliar affliction can be 
definitely diagnosed by a special 
optical Instrument devised for this 
purpose. The instrum ent is known 
as a ‘‘photometer.’’ It is used to test 
the 
visual 
power 
in 
different 
grades of illumination. 
This d e c e n c y of sight Is fairly 
common among otherwise appar­ 
ently normal persons. It is impor­ 
tant that the disorder be recog­ 
nized as early in life as possible. 
For this reason tests to determine 
its existence are now being con 
ducted. 
In 
many Instances the trouble 
may be overcome and the general 
health Improved by the adminis­ 
tration of a diet rich In vitamin A

“However, methods there used 
do not apply to conditions at the 
headwaters and on smaller basins 
where rainfall 
and other hydro­ 
logic factors must be taloen into 
account,’* he added. 
“Awaiting the ultimate control 
of th© nation’s streams, loss of 
life and the enormous flood dam­ 
ages now sustained throughout the 
country can be materially reduced 
lf dependable and timely warning 
of an approaching flood is mfede 
available to those charged 
with 
evacuation and rehabilitations of 
inundated areas.*’

f i r . A. WEAVER, wholesale gro- 
VV cer and former mayor of East 
Liverpool, was a member of the 
railroad crew in charge of the train 
in which the body of

James A. Garfield was carried from 
Wellsville to Pittsburgh in Septem­ 
ber. 1881. 
Mr. Weaver, a flagman on the 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh division, 
boarded the special train at Wells­ 
ville. 
He 
recalls 
seeing 
Gov. 
Charles Foster of Ohio. Gen. Wil­ 
liam T. Sherman, Union Army offi­ 
cer. 
and 
other government offi­ 
cials who accompanied the body. 
The city of Cleveland, Mr. Wea­ 
ver recalls, was jammed with spec­ 
tators. 
Mr. Weaver, tired by bis 
long journey, retired to his room 
in the hotel to sleep and missed 
connections with the train which 
was to take him back to Wellsville 
He 
finally 
reported 
to 
John 
Thomas, formerly of 
Wellsville, 
who was acting dispatcher for the 
trains moving out of 
Cleveland 
with the crowds returning home 
from 
the 
funeral 
services. 
Mr. 
Weaver was assigned to assist him 
in this work. 
Finally. Mr. Weaver was assign 
ed to an east-bound train for Pitts 
burgh upon which be was flagman 
to Wellsville. 
He remembers that 
at the Euclid station, a special car 
carrying Twing Brooks of Salem, 
general counsel of the railway, and
